Attack on Main Street. 

The shooting, described as a rak- 

ing cross-fire, occurred as men, |

N Nov. 27, 1933, there was an article 
Ori: your paper which seemed like a4 
ray of hope to me, but, alas, so far it) 
has proved but a will-o’-the-wisp. I refer) 
to the article headed “To cut electric 
rates in 150 Missouri towns.” 

This article referred specifically to the 
Missouri Power & Light Co. and Rolla 
is not among the towns serviced by that 
company. However, the whole public 
utility business of the State has been mak- 
ing reductions since that time and it 
would seem that what one company could 
do, all could do. Union Electric has, 1 
understand, very materially reduced the 
rates in the district served by it, though 
I do not know what the actual per cent 
reduction is. 

The statement was made in the article | 
mentioned that there would be a saving 
to the consumer of from 6 to 30 per ¢ent 
with an average reduction of 12 per cent;

beyond the 10-day period to a maximum 
of 12 per cent for delay in excess of lo 
days. 

Noting that my bills failed to show any | 
great reduction, I was curious enough to) 
make an analysis of light bills over a) 
period from August, 1932, to August, 1934. 

From this I deduce that the present | 
saving is approximately 4 per cent (not! 
6 or 12) and it is quite obvious that the} 
small user is penalized, since under the 
present schedule the first 20 K. W. H. 
are billed at 10 cents, the next 20 at | 
514 cents, and only after that does the | 
4 cent rate apply. Formerly we were | 
charged a flat rate, based on the num-| 
ber of square feet to be lighted, plus all 
current at 4 cents. | 

The penalty clause is written into pres- 
ent bills on the 5 per cent basis, assum- | 
ing, apparently, that payment will not be, 
made until from six to 15 days after the| 
10-day period. That clause has never) 
been a cause of concern to me, as I pay 
my bills on time. 

The actual saving to me, on identical

Miami’s Mistakes. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
T the sixteenth annual convention of 
the American Legion, held at Miami, 
Fla., recently, St. Louis was selected as 

the convention city for 1935. 

Miami made a big mistake, or rather, 
several of them, which I should like to 
see St. Louis avoid. In the first place, 
information was not properly available 
to those attending. While the program 
for each day was published, the loca- 
tion of events was not given. Full and. 
complete information of convention ac- 
tivities should be given. 

Second, there was a lot of talk about 
the hospitability of Miamians. It proved 
to be nothing but talk. At a convention 
attracting from 60,000 to 100,000 people, 
many were obliged to leave their auto- 
mobiles at home. It seems to me that! 
the hospitable gesture would have been 
to give lifts to pedestrian Legionnaires. 
From my observation and personal ex- | 
perience, this was not customary—in fact, 
I never saw it. The deportment of Le- 
gionnaires can be counted on to be uni- 
formly good. . 

Third, the bugle and drum team com- | 
petition was staged at an entirely inac- 
cessible place. It could not be reached 
by thousands of Legionnaires. 

Last, practically no entertainment was | 
planned by the city immediately following | 
the close of the convention and the exodus 
of visitors was consequently unbelievably 
rapid. The staying over a day or so of | 
Legionnaires is of tremendous benefit | 
to merchants and places of business. 
Therefore I believe there should be a 
well-planned program of entertainment 
to inspire some of them at least in stay- 
ing over a few days.

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THINKING ABOUT THE CITY. 

The City of St. Louis is a great corporation. Like 
every great corporation, its interests are multiple. 
They require expert administration. They need 
thinking about. 

It is not often that this type of city management 
appears in America. The occasions upon which De- 
troit has had the leadership of a Pingree or Couzens, 
or Toledo has had the leadership of a Brand Whit- 
lock, or Cleveland has had the leadership of a 
Tom Johnson, have been comparatively rare. The 
City of Cincinnati is widely heralded for its non- 
political management, the time and thought given 
its affairs by its citizens. It offers a shining con- 
trast to the many American cities debauched by 
politics and living from day to day upon the crumbs 
of fortune. Few of our cities were actually built. 
Most of them, like Topsy, “just growed.” 

We have been impressed by ¢he report which Mr. 
McDevitt, Director of Streets and Sewers: in St. 
Louis, has just made. Mr. McDevitt has been think- 
ing about the city. He has been thinking about the 
difficulty of access to the great downtown business 
He has been thinking about the condition 
of the streets. He has been thinking about the 
garbage problem. It is the function of a public of- 
ficial to consider how government can be made more 
useful to the people, of greater benefit to society. 
It is always gratifying when some public official 
arises to suggest this or that which might be done 
better. 

Mr. McDevitt thinks we should have express high- 
ways down to Third street. He thinks the burden 
of maintaining the streets should be assessed against 
automobile traffic. He does not think we should ask 
real estate to bear this burden, when it would be 
much more equitable to increase the gasoline tax 
to maintain the streets. Except for the streets, the 
automobile and the truck could not run. Auto- 
motive traffic requires better and more expensive 
streets. It requires more streets. Very well, let it 
pay for them. It is a good idea. 

The Post-Dispatch has said for years that St. Louis 
needs thoughtful managers. We touched a few days | 
azo upon the financial problem of the city. We 
believe it can never be solved until the city takes 
over those publie services which are profitable. That 
is, the gas utility, the electric utility and the trans- 
portation utility. The non-profitable public services, 
such as the disposal of sewage, garbage, etc., have 
been left to the taxpayers. It is time the taxpayers 
had the benefit of those public services which are 
is not a theory that confronts us.

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A LONG-RUN VIEW OF THE ELECTION. 

The mid-term campaign for seats in Congress 
which the voters are concluding at the polls today has 
been listless and almost entirely lacking in color. 
Senatorial races such as those in Wisconsin, Penn- 
sylvania and New Mexico are only the exceptions 
which establish this general rule. Yet students of 
national political affairs are agreed that today’s elec- 
tion is one of the most important mid-term elections 
in recent years. 

This is not the paradox which it may seem to be 
on first consideration. Indeed, in this instance, the 
listlessness of the campaign and its significance go 
hand in hand. It was the certainty of heavy Demo- 
cratic majorities in both branches of Congress which 
made the campaign uninteresting. At the same time, 
it is this certain result and its consequent influence 
on the political make-up of the national legislature 
for some time to come which make the election of 
great importance. 

For it is not enough to note that if the Demo- 
crats gain only four seats in the Senate today, they 
will .have obtained a two-thirds majority—an over- 
whelming advantage which neither the Democrat- 
ic nor Republican party, as we know them today, 
has yet enjoyed. Of equal importance is the fact 
that Senators who are elected today, with the excep- 
tion of short-term candidates in three states, will 
serve for six years, or until 1941. When we add to 
this the fact that most of the Democratic Senators 
who will face the voters two years from now are 
from the traditionally Democratic South, it becomes 
evident that Democratic control of the Senate is vir- 
tually assured through at least half of the next 
presidential term, beginning in 1937. 

This Democratic domination of the Senate is fur- 
ther strengthened by the heavily Democratic com- 


| plexion of the holdovers elected two years ago, whose 


terms wil] not expire until 1939. There are 27 Demo- 
crats in this class and only five Republicans, two 
of the latter being insurgents. Thus, it will not be 
until 1938 that the opposition will have an oppor- 
tunity to make inroads of any consequence into the 
Democratic majority. Furthermore, the effectiveness

year would depend in large measure on the outcome 
of the 1936—presidential year—election, and here, 
as already noted, circumstances favor the Democrats, 
since but few of their senatorial seats at stake in 
1936 are in states usually regarded as doubtful.

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Lawyers Attack the Crime Problem 


Answering public censure of lawyers, new head of Bar Association says only a few 
practitioners are in league with underworld, and honest majority insists these be

ousness of the crime problem. Estimates 

of our annual bill for crime run over 
12 billion dollars a year. Its menace extends 
to every home. Its prevention is one of the 
primar: objects of organized government. 

The lawyers have come in for their share 
of criticism because of the work of a few 
lawyers who have been in league with the un- 
derworld, and because of our slow and cum- 
bersome criminal procedure, which gives ev- 
ery advantage to the accused. 

With the first of these criticisms, no self- 
respecting member of the bar can quarrel 
and is the first to demand that these men 
be punished. Since such practice flourishes 
only in the largest cities and is relatively 
small, it is just as unfair to tar the entire 
legal profession with this brush as it is to 
condemn the entire medical profession be- 
cause certain members performed a face- 
lifting operation on Dillinger. 

As to the criticism that our system is un- 
wieldy and protects the criminal, I must say 
that in many places this is true, and that 
the lawyer has a duty to perform there, but 
one which he cannot carry out without the 
aid of the people and their legislators. 

The American Bar Association is taking 
the leadership in an effort toward improve- 
ment. During the past year, it has at- 
tempted to bring about unity in the work of 
all bar associations through a netional pro- 
gram. The largest and most active associa- 
tions in the country have joined together in 
studying topics of prime importance in im- 
proving the administration of justice.

T HERE is no need to dwell on the seri- 


The bar is ready to undertake the reform 
of criminal procedure. This is a problem 
which lawyers are best qualified to attack 
and from which they can hope to secure the 
best results. The result of the work o-: the 
last year has been the framing of a program 
on criminal law, which was submitted to 
the annual meeting of the American Bar As- 
sociation. Here, at last, the lawyers speak 
with one voice, and their practically unani- 
mous approval of the program augurs an ac- 
tive participation over the whole country in 
carrying it out. They cannot do this unless 
they have support of citizens. 

The first recommendation is appointment 
Cc. a permanent committee in every state, of 
both lawyers and laymen, charged with the 
duty of encouraging law enforcement. We 
have had a multitude of surveys and investi- 
gation of law enforcement, and many have 
been extremely valuable. The difficulty has 
been in having commissions disband when 
they finished their work and made reports, 
as there was no machinery to carry their 
proposals into effect. Work in any field of 
criminal law must be continuous and perse- 
vering. In that way only can permanent 
reform be brought about. 

The second recommendation asks for the 
establishment in each local association of a 
committee on the reform of criminal proce- 
dure, and a committee on police and prose- 
cution, which, with a group appointed by the 
Governor, will make recommendations to the 
Legislature and will study methods of im- 
proving the police and making the prosecu- 
tor’s office more efficient. 

Lawyers in reality have no more concern 
with the police than have doctors or bank- 


ers, but the lawyer is an officer of the court, 
and as such, he has a public duty to perform 
in bringing about a more effective adminis- 
tration of justice. The police are a cog in 
the machinery of the law, and if they do 
not mesh with the other gears, the result is 
inadequate law enforcement. I heartily ap- 
prove of the statement which has been made 
that there should be less speech-making and 
more thief-taking. There must be less talk 
and more action. 

Our recent survey shows that the police 
can be considerably improved, and that the 
methods of scientific crime detection are not 
as widely employed as they should be. 

The third proposal recommends creation 
in each state of a department of justice to 
supervise actively the work of every law en- 
forcement agency. A uniform law on this 
subject will be submitted to state legisla- 
tures. The need for it is found in the lack 
of co-ordination of sheriffs, police and dis- 
trict attorneys within a single state. 

The fourth recommendation, to rid the 
profession of dishonest and unethical practi- 
tioners, neéds no comment, as it is for the 


manifest good of the public as well as of the 


bar.

The American Law Institute has formu- 
lated a code of criminal procedure which 
was drawn by experts after the most care- 
ful and painstaking work. This code has not 
received the proper attention from legisla- 
tures throughout the country, and the sug- 
gestion that it be so considered is the last of 
the recommendatioas. Under this code, a de- 
fendant claiming an alibi or insanity is re- 
quired to give notice to the prosecuting at- 
torney so he may be prepared to meet it. 
This should do away with such defenses 
when they are spurious. Also, it is recom- 
mended that the court or prosecution be per- 
mitted to comment on the failure of the de- 
fendant to testify in his own behalf. Such 
is now permittei in five states and in En- 
gland. 

The American Bar Association intends to 
press fo. the adoption of these recommenda- 
tion and requests your support. The law- 
yers are interested in this matter and fee] 
that with your co-operation we can get re- 
sults.

Accordingly, a call for a “skunk 
hunter rally” was sounded last week 
at the town of Coventry. Approxi- 
mately 20,000 persons came to the 
meeting, held in a circus tent which 
would accommodate only 3000. Men 
wore hunting costumes, and carried 
rifles and shotguns. Skunk pelts 
and stuffed skunks were in evi- 
dence. 

United States Senator Metcalf, 
Republican, was the principal 
speaker, and in a rousing address 
he told his listeners that “if you 
skunk hunters work as hard at the 
polls as you are working tonight, 
we'll have a real Governor in the 
State Uouse after Jan. 1.” The pres- 
ent Governor, Green, is a Democrat. 
Metcalf is not up for re-election, 
but his Republican colleague, Sena- 
tor Felix Hebert, is being opposed 
by -former Senator Peter Goelet 
Gerry.

The first season begining Nov.

We 
have built a platform with steps 
and different levels in a _ spiral 
formation. I believe our plastic 
and architectural treatment of the 
problem will be very effective. Tom 
Jones will have 11 different Neo- 
Elizabethan sets suggesting as 
nearly as possible the old prints of 
Rowlandson. Richard II, will have 
an impressionistic background with 
Suggested realism. The decline of 
the weak king’s power will be sug- 
gested, by first showing him on 
high, enthroned on the tourney pa- 
vilion and in the end cowering at 
the foot of the soaring Tower of 
London.”

He felt sure that East held some 
support for his partner’s diamonds 
and would retreat gracefully into 
three diamonds. Unfortunately, 
East didn’t fall for the time-worn 
wheeze. South didn’t like the situ- 
ation, but had to pass. 

South banged down his singleton 
diamond, with the result that East 
made his contract. Then South 


delivered a few choice remarks 
about the percentages against such 
a double. North merely pointed out 
that had South made the correct 
opening, East must be defeated. 
With the lead of a club, East’s best 
play is to finesse the 10-spot and 
lay down the ace and another 
spade. 

South will win the trick with the 
10; return a club, allowing North 
to ruff and, when he is in with 
North’s return of a_ heart, draw 
dummy’s last trump with his high 
spade and take two more heart 
tricks, defeating the contract one 
trick. 

If the declarer takes a first- 
round finesse into South’s hand, 
South will give North two ruffs in 
clubs, take two spade tricks himself 
and, naturally, the ace and king of 
hearts. The hand merely involves 
a matter of timing, and South is to 
be strongly criticised, from the 
viewpoint of the bidding, on his 
opening lead.

The Danger of 
Self- Treatment 
Of Serious Ills 


Consequences of Long-Usage 
of Drugs More Hazardous 
Than Over-Dosage. 


Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ESIDES the fact that the selif- 
B doser is likely to treat a serious 

disease with the idea that it is 
trivial, to which I have called at- 
tention this week, there are other 
dangers about drugs. One is the 
danger of over-dosage, another the 
danger of habituation, and, another 
the danger of dry idiosyncrasy. 
Of course, the latter two occur 
even when physicians prescribe 
drugs, but over-dosage is not likely 
to occur under a physician’s direc- 
tions. I do not refer so much to 
over-dosage in a single dose as to 
the consequences which might oc- 
cur from using a drug over a long 
period of time until saturation oc 
curs. 

There are a great many drugs 
which cause disagreeable symptoms 
when used in this way. Mostly they 
produce skin rashes. A case in 
point is that of bromides. A great 
many people will be taking what 
they think is a nerve medicine, and 
find that they are broken out with 
an ugly rash on the legs or face, 
which is due to the bromides in 
the nerve medicine. Other drugs 
which are frequently used and 
which cause skin eruptions are qui- 
nine and phenolphthalein, which is 
used as a cathartic, especially in 
candied cathartic tablets. 
Habituation is, of course, likely 
only with a few drugs, and those 
which are not likely to be prescribed 
by the patient himself but by a 


is designing the »physician. In cther words, the nar- 


cotics such as opium, morphine and 
its derivatives, cocaine, etc. ‘here 
is some difference of opinion among 
physicians as to whether sleep-pro- 
ducing drugs such as luminal, ver- 
onal, etc., are habit-forming. My 
own experience is that they are not, 
or only very slightly, or only in 
those people who have a peculiarly 
susceptible nervous system. 

Idiosyncrasy is found in many 
people to quite a few drugs. In this 
situation the people who are suscep-~ 
tible, even if they take only a very 
small dosage, will become ill. A case 
in point is aspirin, to which a very 
small proportion of the population 
is extremely sensitive. I have known 
cases in which as little as half a 
grain of aspirin would produce 
asthma and swellin,, of the tongue 
and a very .erious general *ondi- 
tion. This occurs, as I say, in only 
a small proportion of the popula- 
tion, and anyone who has ever tak- 
en as much as five grains of aspirin 
without having any disagreeable 
symptoms from it, is entirely safe 
to take quite large doses.
